PRODUCTION  and  SERVICE 

ECAUSE  of  the  location  of  Canter¬ 
bury  Nurseries,  the  Boxwood  plants 
possess  remarkable  texture  and  rich¬ 
ness  of  color.  Lying  between  the  Chesa¬ 
peake  and  Delaware  bays  and  the  ocean, 
the  atmosphere  of  the  Eastern  shore  always 
is  laden  with  moisture,  thus  keeping  the 
foliage  in  the  best  possible  condition.  The 
clay-loam  soil  holds  moisture  close  to  the 
surface,  thus  developing  a  mass  of  tiny 
rootlets,  and  transplanting  becomes  an  un¬ 
eventful  change  in  the  life  of  the  plants. 

The  Canterbury  organization  is  schooled 
to  produce  one  thing — Boxwood — and  to 
produce  Boxwood  as  nearly  perfect  as 
possible.  Examination  will  show  that  the 
smallest  edging  plants  are  as  perfect  indi¬ 
viduals  as  are  the  largest  specimens.  Of 
great  importance  is  the  fact  that  from  our 
enormous  stock  of  varying  sizes  we  make 
rigorous  selection  for  all  orders— rejecting 
every  plant  that  does  not  conform  to  the 
high  standard  of  Canterbury. 

Canterbury  Boxwood  plants  are  freshly 
dug — never  stored — and  in  most  cases  an 
order  is  shipped  the  day  following  its 
receipt.  Specialization  permits  this  and  we 
are  convinced  that  buyers  appreciate  this 
prompt  and  careful  service. 

Canterbury  Boxwood  is  not  only  the 
best  produced,  but  is  the  most  economical. 
In  proof  of  this  we  are  always  willing  to 
submit  samples  to  buyers.  Many  customers 
assert  that  when  quality,  bushiness,  color, 
and  general  plant-character  are  a  considera¬ 
tion,  Canterbury  plants  are  never  equaled.

The  Perfect  Hedge  Plant 

fcjflN  COLOR  this  species  is  a  rich  green 
JU  which  holds  for  the  whole  year.  There¬ 
fore,  it  has  superior  advantages  as  a 
hedge  plant.  B.  sempervirens  has  all  the 
good  points  of  the  old  English  Boxwood 
(. B .  suffruticosa) ;  it  will  fill  all  places  where 
that  variety  is  used,  unless  it  is  where 
dwarf  plants  are  required. 

B.  sempervirens  grows  freely,  is  long- 
lived,  and  may  be  sheared  with  impunity, 
but,  contrasting  with  other  hedge  plants, 
once  a  year  is  the  maximum  needed.  And 
the  cost  for  such  an  aristocrat  is  indeed 
small — a  mere  fraction  of  the  cost  of  B.  suf¬ 
fruticosa.  For  example,  a  hedge  of  B.  sem¬ 
pervirens  measuring  over  a  foot  in  height 
may  be  purchased  at  under  $1  per  foot. 

Inevitably,  the  demand  has  greatly 
raised  the  price  of  larger  plants  of  B.  suffru¬ 
ticosa  to  such  an  extent  that  the  wise 
planter  has  been  turning  more  and  more  to 
B.  sempervirens.
